of men. Women very seldom sutler from it. 
This may be due to the greater exposure 
to which men are subjected, and to the 
more sedentary life of women, who do not 
suffer from such constant changes aud 
such shocks to the lungs. The best pre- 
ventive against pneumonia is to keep the 
mouth closed when going from a hot place 
to a cold. and breathe through (һе nose. 
It comes like a flush of lightning ; there is 
no preparation or means of averting it. 
One may go to bed healthy, to all appear- 
ances, and wake up with the disease іп 
full blast. ‘Then it is simply а question 
vf constitution. Medical skill avails but 
little, and physicians pursue but one course 
—to keep the patient in а warm equal 
temperature; to give remedies as much as 
possible to clear the lungs, and to scek to 
keep up the proper animal heat. Тһе 
patient ordinarily partly loses conscious- 
ness on the third day, and the crisis із 
reached on the seventh. If not dead then, 
there is a small chance of recovery, and 
all depends on the strength of the patient. 
Pueumonia is far more fatal with us than 

it was years ago. We тау attribute the 
increased mortality from this disease to a 
wultitude of causes. Alcohol gives the 
disease more victims than all else. Other 
causes are steam-heatiug devices, bad ven- 
tilation, and tobacco smoke. ‘The devital- 
ized heat of the steam pipe is most injuri- 
ous to the lungs. The action of the heut 
on the iron coils sends off а deleterious 
gas, which seriously impairs the lungs. 
and renders the inhalation of cold air pos- 
tively dangerous. Tobacco smoke dries
